The morals of a nation, said Dr. Tal- 


mage, hardly ever rise higher than the 
•virtue of the rulers. Henry ViiJ. makes 
impurity national and popular. "William 
Wuberforce says theparliamentis perpet- 
ual elevation to an empire. Sin, epaul- 
etted and bestarred, comes to respect and 
canonization; vice, elevated, is recom- 
mended. Malarias rise from the marsh, 
float upward and away, but moral dis- 
tempers descend from the mountain to 
the plain. The slums disgust men with 
their bestiality of sin; but dissolute 
French conrt and corrupt congressional 
delegations put a premium upon crime. 
The most of the vices of the world are 
kingly exiles that had a throne once, but 
drveu out, they have come down in tat- 
ered robes to be entertained by the hum- 
ble and the insignificant. 


I do not believe there is any nation on 


earth which has more noble minded and 
• 


pure hearted men in places of authority ' 
than this nation. There is not a meeting 
of legislature or congress, or cabinet, but 
has in it the best specimens of Christian 
character—men "whose hands "would con- 
jjume a bribe, whose cheek has never 
been flushed -with intoxication, whose 
lips have never been smitten of blas- 
phemy or stung of a lie; men whose 
speeches against the" wrong and in behalf 
of the right make us think of the fiery 
words of the Scotch Covenanters, and of 
the daring challenge of Martin Luther, 
and of the red lightning of Micalx and 
Habakkuk. I do not believe that our 
legislative and political councils are as 
corrupt as they were in olden time. I 
will not believe it so long as I read hi 
history of Aaron Burr, stuffed with cor- 
ruption until ho could hold no more- 
body, mind and soul. Soaked in abomi- 
nation, the debaucher of the debauched, 
yet a member of the state legislature, af- 
terward 
attorney-general, 
afterward 


"United States senator, and, last of all, 
vice president of the union. You can 
not make me believe that political dis- 
honesty is peculiar to our day when I 
find out that the governor of this very 
Btate fifty years ago disbanded the legis- 
lature because it was too corrupt to sit in 
council; and when in the state of Massa- 
chusetts there was a man in the guberna- 
tional chair RO offensive that when he 
made his proclamation for Thanksgiving I 
day, ending with his own signature as 
governor and the stereotyped phrase, 
"God save the common wealth," a min- 
ister of Christ, while reading the govern- 
or's proclamation for Thanksgiving, put 
this emphasis after reading the proclama- 
tion, saying, "Marcus Morton, governor 
of Massachusetts. God save the com- 
mon wealth!" There has been ft tenden- 
cy to contrast the past with the present 
to the advantage of the former, and I 
suppose that sixty years from now politi- 
cal writers will make angels out of us, 
although the material now seems so very 
unpromising. But the crimes in high 
places in olden times are no apology for 
the crimes in high places in modern 
times, and I shall now unroll before you 
the Hcrol] of public wickedness. If there 
ever was a time when thn minister of the 
gospel and the philanthropist should speak 
out, this is the time. King David must 
feel the rebuke, of Xnthan; Felix must be 
made to tremble, sin must lie denounc- 
ed; God must bp honored; tho nation 
must be saved. We may hold back the 
truth on these subjects nml wnlk with 
muffled feet lent we wake np some big 
sinner. But wlmt will wn answer on the 
day when men who have stood in the 
high places of the earth, warring :igniiiht 
God, 
Hliall fall like lightning from heaven?

"He »oe.th after her straightway, us uu 
ox to the isliiughU'r, and as a fool to the 
wnvrtiou. of titoeks, until a ilurt strike 
through his liver." Meanwhile, political 
l>urties ure silent lest they lose votes; and 
newspapers are quiet h-st they lose sub- 
scribers; uud ministers of the gixspel are 
still, lest some allluciit pew holder should 
be disg.isUsd. But God's indignation 
gathers like the fiery flashes around the 
edges of a blackening cloud just before 
the swoop of a tornado. His voice sounds 
tlmmgh the country to-day, iu the words 
of the text: "Woe unto thee, oh land, 
when thy King is a child uud thy Princes 
driuk in the morning!" Oh, the laud 
groans to be delivered! It sweats great 
drops of blood! It is crucified, not be- 
tween two thieves, but between a thous- 
and, while the nations ride past, waggiug 
their heads uud crying, "Aha, ithu!"

It is 110 light temptation. The might- 


iest huve fallen under it. Sir Francis 
Bacon, lord chancellor of Englnnd, t'ouu- 
der of our modern philosophy, author of 
Novuni Orgimum and a whole library of 
books, the leading thinker of bin century, 
so precious that, when a little child, be- 


, nsked by Queen Elizabeth, "How 


old are you?" he responded, "I nui two 
years younger than Your Majesty's hap- 
py reign;" of whose, oratory lieu John- 
son wrote, "The fear of every man that 
heard him was lest he should make an 
end;" having an income, which 
you 


would suppose would have put him be- 
yond tho temptation of bribery—$30,000 
it year, uud Twickenham coiirtva gift, and 
princely catates in Hertfordshire and 
Gorhambury—yet under this temptation 
to bribery falling flat into ruin, and on 
his confession of takiug bribes, giving as 
an excuse that nil his predecessors took 
them, ho waa fined $200,000, or what 
corresponds with our $200,000, and im- 
prisonment in the London Tower. So, 
also Lord Chancellor Mucclesfield fell; BO 
ulso Lord CUiicellor Waterbury perished. 
Thu black chupter in Euglish, Irish, 
French and American polities is the 
chapter of bribery. Some pt you re- 
member the Pacitfe Mail subsidies.

notorious for their dniukenness are eith- 
er dead or defeated to iitay at home. The 
grog shop that used toV flourish in the 
basement of the eapitovwhere senators 
once went to get inspiration for their 
speeches, has been abolished, although 
it is said that there'are places in the cap- 
itol where members can get very strong 
lemonade. The plague is not yet stayed, 
I knew a man who, only a few years 
ago, was an example of integrity and 
honored everywhere. I went to Wash- 
ington. 'I had not seen him for years, 
and I thought I would send my card in- 
to the house of representatives and call 
him out. The card went in by the ser- 
geant-at-arniB, and my oldfriend who I had 
not acen for Uiii years came in staggering 
drunk. In this country the temptations 
to intemperance in public life are so great 
that more of our men in office die of de- 
leriuin tremeiis and the kindred diseases 
that come from iiitemperence and an im- 
pure life than from all other causes com- 
bined. There is one weapon that slays 
more senators and congressmen and leg- 
islators and common, council men than 
any other, and that is the bottle. How 
few of the men who who -were in prom- 
inent political offices twenty-five or thir- 
ty years ago, when they died, came to 
honorable graves? The family physician 
to relieve the family and keep them from 
national disgrace, said it was gout, or it 
was epilepsy, or it "was obstruction of the 
liver, or it was exhaustion from patriotic 
services. But God knew it waa -whisky. 
It'was the same habit that smote the 
great man down that smote the dark vil- 
lain in the alley. Tlie one von wrapped 
in a coarse cloth, and threw into a I'ongb, 
coffin, and carried out in a box wagon, 
and put down in a pauper's grave, with- 
out prayer or benediction; the other 
gathered the pomp of the city, aud the 
name was on tlie silver plate, and lordly 
men walked uncovered beside the hearse 
with tossing plumes on the way to a 
grave soon to be adorned with a marble

Tho argument iu behalf of the stability 


of republics is stronger in my mind now 
than it ever WHS. If our government had 
not been thoroughly established all this 
bribery and theft" and outrage wuiild 
have Bwaniped it forever. The amount 
of money that has been spent in this 
country iu railroads that ought never to 
have been constructed, in canals that 
ought never to have been dug, hi loans 
that ought never to have been allowed, 
in farcical schemes that ought never to 
have f been countenanced, would have 
swamped luiy three monarchies. 


My charge iw to you in all departments 


of lite steer clem* of bribery, all of you. 
Every man and woman at Home time will 
be tempted to do wrong for compensa- 
tion. The bribe may not be offered in 
money, it may be ottered in social posi- 
tion. Let us remember that there is a 
day coming when the most secret trans- 
actions of private life and public life will 
come up for public reprehension. "We 
ctlu not bribe death; wo can not bribe 
sickness; we can not bribe the grave; we 
con not bribe the judgements of that God 
who thunders in uW\toxt. "Fire shall 
consume the tab/ruaclea of bribery." 
"Fie!" said Cardinal Beaufort, "Fie!, 
can't death be hired? Is money nothing? 
Must I die, andfeo rich? If the owning 


^ up to be sovereigns. 
The wo- 


man who in the Sabbath school class 
teaches six Iw.ys bnw to l>e Chribtiiius 
diK-s more for our political future than 
all the tine *w*ays that were ever writ- 
ten about the constitution or the arraign- 
ment of the American scnak' for holding 
stock of the credit Mobelier. I want you 
to understand there is work for you uud 
mo to do. Change men's hearts smd 
their lives will be right. There are good 
men trving to have tlie Christian religion 
recognized in the constitution of the 
United Ktates. 
But, my friends, you 


get the people converted by the grace uf 
God and I'do not fore, about the mere 
technicality of a constitutional recog- 
nition. What we want in this country is 
just four revivals — revivals that cwnie 
like those in tho days of Xettletou and 
Jonathan Edwards and George \Vhite- 
iil'ld. \\V want lour revivals at once; 
one starting from the north, rolling 
south; one starting from the south, roll- 
ing north; one starting from the east,

And then I want to stand 
on the spot where the four seas meet, 
that 1 may shout, "Hallelujah! for the 
Lord God Omnipotent reigneth, Halle- 
lujah! for tho kingdoms of this world are 
becoming the kingdoms of our Lord 
JCSUH Cbritit." But remember that if 
there be fifty millions of people in thin 
country, upon you rests n, fifty millionth 
part of the responsibility. * The least 
thing you can do for tho country is to 
contribute toward it a heiu't changed by 
the grace uf God and a heart all pure. 
Remember that it is not UB nations wo 
are at last to be judged, but as individ- 
ual, each man answering for himself in 
that day when monarchies uud republics 
alike shall perish, and the earth itsel! 
Hindi become a heap of ashea, scattered 
in the blast of the nostrils of tho Lord 
God Almighty!

Crowd the lobbies with rail- 
road men and manufacturers and con- 
tractors, make an entertainment for the 
members, and when they are good and 
drunk have them promise to vote that 
way. Put 32,000 in the hands of this 
man, "who will be prudent in the distri- 
bution of it. Put $2,000 in the hands of 
this man, who will see that it does good. 
Be very cautious how you approach, men. 
Now we want onlv four votes and this 
matter will be alt right. Give $1,000 to 
that very intelligent member from West- 
Chester. Give $600 to that stupid mem- 
ber from Ulster. 
Now we nave but 


two more votes to regulate. Give $300 
to this man and he will be sick and stay 
at home, and then give $300 to this man, 
and he will go to the bedside of his great 
auut languishing in her last sickness."

dnuikard. Ob, it is a sad thing to have 
a hand tromuloim with intoxication hold- 
ing the scales of justie.o when the lives of 
men and the destinies of a nation are in 
the balance; to have a charioteer with 
infilled hands on the reins while the 
swift destinies of government have been 
dashed to pieces nnd empires have gone 
down in darkness and woe! 


What wits it that drove back your 


nnnic-s in fhn l:mf war so often? Were 
your sons and fatbfrs co-,v»rds? No! II 
was because so often drunkenness wit in 
the saddle. Wli.it arc those grave* on 
tlieheighf.s of Fn^V-ricksburg;, ;is youpnxs 
down to Kichmoml? "Was it tlie sword 
or tho bnUl" that slew them? Tin- bottle! 
for that day drunkmnes-H n«l<- in somr of 
thn stirrup*, loading forth your sous nnd 


the filth and the vomit of this nation 
empty themselves. If you think that I 
exaggerate the matter, go to any of these 
places just before a bill is to bo passed, 
and learn that I have not more than half 
represented the truth in the case, and 
that this crime of bribery is smiting the 
whole country, depleting your wealth, 
oh, you men of amueiice, grinding harder 
your faces, oh, you children of the poor! 
Some of the finest houses ever built on 
Madison Square, ami Beacon street, uud 
Rittcuhouse Square, have been built out 
of money paid for votes by railroad, 
companies in New York, New (Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and ^Massachusetts. 


The machinery of bad American politics 


is made up of almut five hundred wheels 
and the cogs of these wheels play info a. 
greater wheel, and this great center 
wheel has a tire of railroad iron, and also 
a crank on which is the hand of Satan, 
and he turns the great wheel and that 
turns ah1 the five hundred smaller wheels 
iu tlie political manufactory. What lias 
been seen in other countries threatens 
this laud. Which is a consequence of 
partial legislature, the gresit maxscs of 


what they pay in their last hours that 
one of .their chief sorrow is that they 
have to leave their money. I break that 
delusion. I tell the bribe taker that he 
will take bis money with him. God will 
wrap it up in your shroud or put it in 
yonr palm on the day of resurrection, 
and there it will lie, not the cool, bright 
shining gold as it was on the day you 
sold your vote and your moral principle, 
but there it will lie a hot metal, burning 
and consuming*your hand forever. Or 
if there be enough of it for a chain, then 
it will fall from the wrist, clanking the 
fetters of an eternal captivity. The bribe 
is an everlasting possession. You take 
it for time; you take it for eternity. Some 
day in the next world when you are 
longing for sympathy you will feel on 
your cheek a kiss. Looking up you will 
find it to be Judas who took thirty 
pieces of silver as a bribe, and finished 
the bargain by. putting an infamous 
kiss upon the pure cheek of his Divine 
Master. 


If T thought there was nothing for yon 


and me to do I would not preach this 
sermon. There are four things for you to 
do. . First, stand off from all political 
office unless" your own principles are 
thoroughly settled. Do not go into the 
the blaze of temptation unless you are 
fire proof. 
Common council, water 


board, legislative hall and congressional 
assemblage have been the damnation of 
many respectable people. But if you go 
into political life without your principles 
thoroughly settled, 
before you get 


through with it you will drink and you 
will swear. You will lie and you will take 
bribes. "Ah," you say, "that is not 
complimentary." 
Well, I always was 


clumsy at compliments. 


The second tiling to do is to take coun- 


sel of Paul and to pray for your rulers; 
pray for all in authority. 
Do you know 


that Shadrach and Abednego did not 
need the Son of God beside them in the 
fire as much as your rulers do? We pray 
every Sunday for tlie president of the 
United States because he is in the litur- 
gy. But have we been entirely cleared 
of all responsibility for the, national cor- 
ruptiou from the fact- that we have not 
prayed as wo should for our representa-

Dr. Araot, of Scotland, used 
to beg his people tospeiidtheliourbefore 
coming to church in reading, meditation 
and prayer. If it were tbe habit of our 
congregations tlmspreparediuheartto go 
to the rsanchmry, how different might be 
the impressions made on them by the ser- 
mons and public prayers. Had every dis- 
ciple made the pastor, the week long, the 
subject 
of reverent, anxious, earnest 


prayer, would not the pastor enter his 
pulpit clothed with power from on high, 
and would not the benediction return 
witli ten fold largeness on the wor- 
shipers themselves?--Christian Intelli- 
gence.

St. Hilaire found tlie remains of au enor- 
mous bird, the sepyroms inaxiunuj. In 
traveling through the country his atten- 
tion was attracted to the symmetrical 
dishes that were occasionally possessed 
by some of the native tribes, and think- 
ing they were gourds, he inquired where 
they were obtained. To his amazement 
the owners informed him that the dishes 
were part of the egg shells of a great 
bird and upon_further investigation he 
found tho remains of the giant and its 
eggs. Tho eggs, when perfect, were 
each equal iu size to 135 hen's eggs, aud 
would hold two gallons of water. Tliis 
strange bird and others that have since 
been discovered seem to have been 
buried in the siuid beds of the southern 
part of the islaim, aud there preserved 
for ages. 


"Larger even thaix the sepyomis was 


the gigantic moa, whose skeletons have 
been obtained in great quantities in Kew 
Zealand. Tn a single'swamp several tous 
of bones were found, and of such prodi- 
gious bulk that at first it was supposed 
they were the remains of an elephant; 
but the hills and feet proved them to be 
large wingless birds, which had prob- 
ably waded into the swamp and became 
mired, and so ^hardened and preserved. 
Here, too, the great birds seem to have 
resorted to caves, and what is called tlie 
Moa Bone Point cave has produced great 
numbers of skeletons, found buried with 
the remains of the ancient Maori, and 
recently some feathers of these great 
birds have been found, 


It seems almost incredible that a bird 


should exist large enough to prey upon 
the great inoa, yet such was undoubtedly 
the case. A bird of prey, the hnrpagor- 
nis lived, that could easily have mastered 
the largest moa. In still Inter tunes the 
great mil, notorious, gigantic geese, 
strange crested parrots, the king of 
pigeons, the dodo, and the curious soli- 
taire have pnssed uway, and become a 
port of thestrnuge. aud wonderous history 
of tlie rocks—Sew York Sun.

ing from two to four dollars. The Pitta- 
burg, Wabash and Nickel Plate roads 
are interested in the cut and people 
intent on travel had better await devel- 
opments.
